EXAMINER'S ACTION 
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The drawings are objected to because of the reasons set 
forth on the attached form PTO-948. Correction is required. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the plurality of containment regions in 
the shoes recited in claim 7 must be shown or the feature 
cancelled from the claim. No new matter should be entered. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 

first paragraph, as failing to provide an adequate written 

description of the invention. There is no proper teaching of the 

plurality of containment regions within the shoes as recited in 

claim 7. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, 
for the reasons set forth in the objection to the specification. 

Applicant's election of the claims of group II, drawn to a 
combination sash and counterbalance system is acknowledged. 

In view of the fact that applicant has amended claims 20, 
27, 3 6 and 55, making them dependent on combination claims, all

the claims in the case are deemed to be readable on the elected 
invention. 

Claims 1-6 and 8-63 are allowable over the prior art of 
record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
